According to the returns made by the 
local Board of Tax Assessors to the 
County Board of Assessors, the town of 
BioooitMd made an Insignificant In¬ 
crease In the amount of Its real and per¬ 
sonal taxable property In the past year. 
The net Increase In both real and per- 
aonal property after deducting Increased 
evcmptlons was less than $17,000. 
When this almost Incredibly small sum 
la compared wltb the tremendous In¬ 
creases made In East Orange and Mont¬ 
clair the town of Bloomfield Is placed In 
A humiliating attitude among Essex 
'JDMnty mu Ilclpalltle*. Almost any 
citizen can of his own personal knowl¬ 
edge point out enlarged Industrial en¬ 
terprises apd new residences that In the 
aggregate Indicate an Increase In taxa¬ 
ble wealth several times over In excess 
of the sum shown by the Board of As- 
memoora. 

The reason for Bloomtleld's poor show¬ 
ing In Increased valuation both In r-al 
and personal property Is that the State 
Board of Tsxatlou has so Interfered with 
the work of the local bosid that a ju-t 
and equitable assessment «>f 
cannot be made In the town, 
ifcnard of Assessors as u body has Its >>wn 
of what la light and piopn In 
alter of asseetment of local prop¬ 
erty fob, purposes of taxation. The State 
Board of Taxation by virtue of Its < ITk-lal 
power assumes to disregard and set 
aside the Work of the local assessors 
and to lower\sluat(onj In Isolated and 
Individual case*, and thereby cause a 
disarrangement and upsetting of the 
entire assessment \*ystem of the town. 
The Stats Board of Taxatlou under the 
present unsatisfactory make up of the 
taxing machines of this State Is a strong¬ 
er body than the local BdArd of Asses¬ 
sors, and In any conflict of \>pl* lou the 
local Board must yield to the power and 
force of the State Board regardless of 
Any question of knowledge of lb* prop¬ 
erties where assessments are In dispute 
•r of experience with local conditions 
snd circumstances. In matters of prop, 
•rt, assessment the valuations tlxed l>y 
the local Board of Assessors are the re¬ 
salt of personal kncwledge of the con¬ 
ditions existing in the vicinity of the 
property assessed, while the State 
Board has no knowledge, or sn Imperfect 
Idea at the beat, of the surrounding air* 
MAMtancea. 

The local Board's work Is the result of 
knowledge, study, and experience and a 
daolre to reach an equitable valuation. 
Tile State Board's uctlou la simply an 
arbitrary exercise of superior power. 

In the ordinary course of events 
Bloomfield's Increase In valuations this 
year should have been $*200,000. It Is 
fair to amuma that the $163,000 loes la 
•ttrlbutaBle to reductions made to meet 
with the State Board o( Taxation s Ideas

All the 
hurdeo of enterprise aeema to be placed 
upon real property, upon ths homes of 
tb# people, upon tbelr holdings of real 
estate. Wonderful Increases have been 
noted In every form of personal property, 
but tbs tax gatherer doee not See them 

The excuse Is made by the local taxing 
authorities that when they attempt to 
tax personal property upou oouie basta 
of equality wltb ths real estate, the 
Bute Tax Board Interferes on behalf of 
tbs corporations and defeats the at¬ 
tempt* to adjust ths burdeo fairly. This 
seems probable, as ths Htate Board ap¬ 
pears to be designed solely for the pur¬ 
pose of protecting corporate property 
from local Uxailoo ; but we have seen 
no protest from the local authorities, 
and they seem to submit to soy change 
In tbelr estimates without a murmur. 

The citizen who owns real estate does 
not greatly care whether tbs blame for 
this groalog burden of taxation should 
be placed upon the city, the county, or 
the Btate authority, but be does object 
to this steady Increase In hts annual 
payments. He would like to know why 
the vast Increase In all personal property 
does not show In the tax reoord. Borne- 
body Is getting the benefit without pay- 
log the price.

These 
pool-rooms, as they are called, are sub¬ 
jected to no legal restrictions, aud any 
one who can reut a room aud purchase a 
pool-table can embark In the business of 
conducting a pool-room. The pool¬ 
rooms depend largely for patronage up¬ 
on boys, youths aDd young men. The 
fact that so many boys frequent the 
places has led to complaints from 
parents, and the pool-room business Is 
beginning to be regarded In the light of ' 
a social evil that must be dealt wltb by 
legal regulations 

An ordinance was Introduced by 
Councilman Moore at the Town C*»un*q| 
meeting Monday night that If It heroines 
a law will compel the proprietor of u 
pool.room to take out a licet se to Con- \ 
duct such a place, and will subject Hie J 
business to a number of regulations of a 
restrictive character.

Aw Old Hra Captain Head. 

Capt. George M. Walker, late of the 
Old Domlulon Line,died at bis residence. 
No. 889 Union street, Brooklyn, on Fri¬ 
day morning, aged 77. On bis retirement 
from active Ilfs, be was ths oldest Csp- 
tala sailing out of the port of New York. 
He was born at sea In July, 1826, bis 
father being Captain of the* British Brig 
•■Fox’’. In bis early career be sailed In 
the "Humboldt" of New York, South- 
amptoD and Havre S. 8. Co.^ then od 
tbe "Washington," tbe *‘FraDklln,".and 
tbe "Arsgn." He then became captain 
of tbe "Fulton,” and carried stores to 
Port Royal during tbe war lo tbe sixties. 
He captured tbe "Margaret and Jessie" 
blockade runner and later another 
blockade runner, the "Banshee,” off Wl). 
mlngton. Del. Tbe cargo* s or these two 
vessels were sold for $620,000. Later 
Capt. Walker commanded tbe "Raleigh," 
"Niagara." "Albemarle," sod Innumer¬ 
able other well-known et*am»ra While 
on the "Albemarle” be reoelved a gold 
me )al for rescuing tb* craw of s wrecked 
schooner. 

He led sn exceedingly active life and 
retained {b IBs very last yean nf Me 
seafaring life hla mental and physical 
faculties. He was held In high e«le*m 
by all the oflVeera of tbe Old Dominion 
Nteamahlp Company, with whom be was 
connected for so many years and wa* 
respected by all wbo came In contest 
with him. 

Oaplain Walber was tba father of 
tblrtaen children, tbe mother and five of 
whom survive.
